FOREIGN OFFICE BAN 
EVADED. 


-H.K. CONNEXIONS. - 


One of the most . startling 
political trials in the history of 
Singupore was. concluded lust 
week with the conviction of 
Joseph Ducroux, a Frenchman 
who came under the notice of 
the British Foreign Office as 
early 28 1923 while in France. 
He was sentenced to cvightcen 
months’ rigorous imprisonment. 

In spite of a world-wide circular 
issued by the Foreign Office to 
prevent Ducroux from getting a 
passport, \ and particularly from 
reaching Indian, he suceeeded in 


obtaining one under the assumed 
name of Serge Lefranc and left 
France. He visited Shanghai and 
Hongkong and arrived in Singa- 
pore in April this year. 

Ducroux had been there only 
aout three weeks when his 
presence became known to. the 
Singapore Criminal Intelligence 
Department and ‘official brains 
were pitted against those of the 
Frenchman. Ducroux opened an 
office at, Winchester House, 
Collyer Quay, in the heart of 
Singapore's business quarter, and 
furnished it with the usual equip- 
mont. His sole employea was an 
Indian peon who only worked until

left hls office for lunch,

 ASTUL. 


SIR FLINDERS PETRIE'S. 
DISCOVERIES. 


Students of Egyptian archacology 
were kept deeply interested for an 
hour and a half when Slr Flinders 
Petrie, the eminent Egyptologist, 
wave i lecture on “The City of the 
“Shepherd Kings” at University Col- 


| lege, London. 


The Jeclure was a summarised 
description of the work already done 
by Sir Flinders and the students of 
the British School of Archneology 
in their efforts to explore the lost 
city of Ajjul, Palestine, and was U- 
lustrated by slides. . 


“The excavations we have carried 
out in South Palestine so far,” said 
Sir Flinders, “have now brought us 
to the actual site of Ajjul, the home 
of the Hykros, or Shepherd Kings. 
It is twenty times larger than Troy, 
and Jicg on the ancient international 
road betaveen Palestine and Egypt. 
It was strongly fortified orlyinally, 
and with its ramparts.and defences 
covered a wide area, As it was a 
key city in those days, its harbours 
must have played an important part 
in the trade between Asin an 
Africa. 


“Our discoveries clearly contro- 
vert the popular notion’ that the 
Shepherd Kings were merely wan 
dering nomads living in their tenta. 
These dg. evidence of centuries of 
settlement with brick fortresses, 
harbourage, and oa system of 
weights and measures that: shows 
eslabhshed commerce with Egypt 
and other counties. . 


A Secret Tunnel. 


“Ajjul was abandoned about 2000 
B.C, probably gwing-to malarin, A 
hew setlement was then madg at 
Gaza, five miles to the north, ‘The 
city gate of Ajjul stood at the 
North-east corner over a rising 
cobbled read. Helow this was the 
order gate, with a complex of walls 
and trenches, overlooking: a wide 
foxse 150 feet from edge to edge.” 

Sir Flinders described the finding 
of a seeret tunnel, extending to a 
distance of 600 feet, under the 
plain, The inner end of the tunnel, 
which had evidently been an avenue 
of escape from the town, was com- 

‘ly washed away. One infer- 

to be drawn from this was that 
the city itself had algo been washed 
away. Recent’ digging operations 
in this tunnel had been necessarily 
slow; progress, in fact, was only 
Xhout six or seven feet a day. 

At another point of their excava- 
tions they went down through threo 
storeys of buildings and found 
rooms full of ,debris. The walls. 
¥ ft. high, and the doorways are 


still intact, and ‘it was ‘possible to’ 


Walk through them as at Pompeii. 
‘Altogether, eighty of these cham- 
hers were excavated. 


A Lost Ornament. 


“Among the ornaments We 
found,” added Sir Flinders, “was 
the replicn of a bird in graduated 
xold work, with spread wings—an 
ornanient which had evidently been 
lost by some lady of 2000 B.C. in 
the broad street of Ajjul. We also 
found a Hyksos spoon, the only one 
of its kind stil in existence. 

“fn all the tombs we have visited 
we found human beings, horses, and 
asses buried together. 

“Among the skeletons of horses 
were those of the type known ag 
the ‘great horse,’ which-was special« 
ly imported by the Hyksos for rid- 
ing. These horses had been buried 
most carefully, Also in the tombs 
were stone jurs for the dead, bronze 
daggers, a rapier, und a qunatity of 
{lnt-bottomed pottery of a shape en- 
tirely non-Egyptian. — 


“There is still work for the next’

NEW EXPERIMENT.

BRINGING DEAD LANGUAGE 
TO LIFE. 


A dead language came to Hfe re- 
cently in-a lghted room before the 
Greek class at the University of 
Pittsburgh, when Prof. 11 _ 5. 
Serlbner, hend of the Greek De- 
partment, spoke the famous Sreck 
word “Eureka” into a new device 
developed in the Westinghouse Re- 
search Laboratories. : es 
_ As the word “Eureka” entered 
the device, curious lines Very much 
Itke an animated movie wrisgled 
from-left to right across a sereen 
ubout the sizo of a large plate. 

These lines showed the “high” 
and “low” spots of the professor's 
voice. They ‘made it yossible for 
observers to distifiwuish the “pure” 
from the compound notes or tones 
which are heard by the human ear. 

Words of other - Janguayes—in- 
cluding French, German, Spanish, 
and English--were spoken into the 
device, und other curious dines 
wriggled across the sereen: 
the first time a “moving talkie’ of 
a human voice was shown in a 
lighted room before a large number 
of persons. This device makes 
“moving talkies” of all sounds, as 
well as those of the human - voice. 
When a‘stone is dropped in a pond, 
this device enables one to see the 
“sound waves" which. the’ splash 
creates just as the eye sees the 
water waves. It enables engineers 
to examine the ‘high’ and ‘low’ 
levels of various sounds, and thus, 
take their first major step in re- 
lieving the tremendous atrain 
which city noises are said to {m- 
pose‘ upon the human nervous 
system, : 

lt is entirely possible te dove- 
tail the high and low spots of many 
noises to produce, or approach, 
silence. For instance, two tuning 
forks with equal wave lengths or 
freyuencies are set in motion. 
While eneh produces a note which 
is heard by the human var, yet both 
together, under certain conditions, 
produce a ‘silent’ note which is not 
heard by the human ear, : 


Test Purposes. 


Professor Seribner is: using this 
upparatus for test purposes at the 
University of Pittsburyh. 

“The application of this device in 
schools and colleges, said Prof. 
Scribner, “is not limited to reviv- 
ing and showing students the cor- 
rect pronunciation of dend 
hangnages suhe as Greek, Latin, or 
Sanskrit. 

“IL is. expected to be helpful in 
tenching the correct pronunciation 
of Bnglish, French, Spanish, and 
Italian. With x photograph of a 
correctly pronounced word before 
him, the beginner is able to see just 
how far and in what way his pro- 
nunciation is ‘wrong. Students 
should be able to learn to speak a 
language in nearly half the time if 
they cin ‘see’ their mistakes and 
correct them accordingly.” 

The apparatus consists essential- 
ly of an ordinary microphone such 
as, is used in radio broadcusting, 
the new cathode ruy-oscilloseope de- 
veloped by Mr. Osbon, and some bnt- 
feries, The whole set-up can be 
packed in two large suitcases. 

“The heart of this new instrument 
is the cuthode ray tube of the 
oscilloscope. It resembles a funnel 
about the size of an old fashioned 
phonograph = horn-spenker. The 
Jarge end of the tube, about the size 
of adinner plate, fills a round open- 
ing on the front panel of the ease. 
This is the sereen upon which the 
moving talkies strut their staff. 

‘In the neck of the funnel is an 
“eleetron gun” that shoots a narrow 
beam of electrons toward the large 
end, ‘or screen. These 
strike the inside surface with a 
very high velocity due to the In- 
fluence of high voltage impressed 
on n coating of silver on the inside 
surface of the tapered part of the 
tube. The ,_ bombardment of any 
small spot on the inside surface by 
a narrow high speed beam of 
celectrons causes the spot to glow 
on the outside with a bright green 
light. ‘ sad 

The bright spot is caused to 
move about on the screen by de- 
flecting the beam of clectrong as it 
emerges from the “muzzle of the 
yun.” This is done by placing two 
pairs of magnetic colis at right 
angles on the neck of the tube near 
the “muzzle”. 


Magnetic, Field, 


Through one pair of these coils 
flows a current ‘generated by a 
special: vacuum tube, oscillator 
Jocated in the lower compartment 
of the -oscilloscope case. The 
magnetic field produced by, this cur- 
rent causes the bright spot to move 
‘back and forth across the sercen.- 
The motion from left to ‘right is 
Hnenr—that . is, nt a constant 
velocity—and the return from right 
to left fs at ubout: fifty times the 
forward velocity." . 

This -whole cycle, in a_typleal 
ense, lasts only one-thirtioth of a 
second and [a repeated time after 
thne so that the path of the bright 
spot appears 3 a bright, straight, 
horizontal line across the face of 
the enthode ray tube: - .
